COOLIE FATALLY STABBED IN 
BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


One of the most daring crimes 
ever perpetrated in Hongkong oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon, short. 
ly after five o’clock, in Cross 
Street, Wanchai, when in the pre- 
sence of a large number of pedes- 
trians a coal coolfe was attacked 
and fatally, wounded with two 
gashes in the abdomen by 4a ‘un- 
known assailant who succeeded in 
making godd his escape. 

‘The coolic, named. Yeng Lok-

_ing house, when @ man approached 
him from behind, stabbing him 
with a dagger.
